Detailed Action 

1. The Applicant's amendment filed on September 13, 2005 was received. Claims 1-18,20- 
25 were cancelled. Claims 26-28 were added. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S.C. code not included in this action can be 
found in the prior Office Action issued on August 18, 2005. 



3. The claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, on claims 1-8,10-18,23-25 are 
withdrawn because they have been canceled. The claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
obvious over Dietz, Dalton and Naghi on claims 1,5-8,10-15,23,25 are withdrawn because these 
claims have been canceled. The claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Dietz, 
Dalton, Naghi and Martin on claim 24 are withdrawn because the claim has been canceled. 



4. Claims 19,26-28 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication 
of allowable subject matter: The invention of independent claim 19 recites a battery pack 
comprising a linear portion, a first rechargeable battery, a second rechargeable battery and an 
aperture in the linear portion in between the first rechargeable battery and the second 
rechargeable battery, wherein the aperture is capable of receiving a battery separator, wherein the 
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linear porting is s first linear portion aligned along a first axis, wherein the battery includes a 
second linear portion aligned along a second axis, wherein the first and second axes diverge. 
The term " diverge" is understood as " to move, lie, or lie or extend in different directions from a 
common point. The Dietz reference only teaches the batteries are disposed along two parallel 
axis.
